This hut may be termed an eye of the 
Táffey; for, although it is officially known as 
the heiling station, no vessel, irrespsctive of 
size, can mg by it without being seen. It 
is here that masters and pilots slow their 
vessels down and shout their names through 
the megaphone as their password. Night 
and day the hailing station is occupied by a 
watchman, whose duty it is to record the 
names, as well as the times, of all ships which 
pass into or out of the Liffey. 

In the big ledger marked “ Arrivals 
essential particulars are noted, such®s the 
tonnage of the vessel, her last port of call, 
the nature vi her cargo, the names of her 
master, pilot and agents, and the berth which 
she is intended to occupy. She is also given 
a number, which indicates the number of 
ships which have entered the river since the 
beginning of the year. The men employed 
at the hailing station are under the Port and 
Docks Board, and work in watches, relieving 
one another after a period of eight hours on 


duty. 
KNOWING THE ROPES. 

The schooners which visit — seem to 
attract more attention nowadays than the 
most modern type of ocean-going steamer. 
Possibly, it is because they usually berth 
near to the city, and in consequence 
are more in the public eye; but, more likely, 
it is due to the fascination, which they un- 
doubtedly possess, in being able to go from 
port to port without mechanical aid. 

The finding oi the various ropes, in order 
to take in sail, on a pitch-black night. forces 
the layman to conclude that a sailor, litcrally, 
must have the eves of a cat. When the 
ominous moan of the ever freshening wind 
warns the master that the topsails must be 
taken in, the clewlines and buntlines, which 


‘ 
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smother the sail before the men go up aloft 


to stow it, have to be found and hauled upon 
in their correct order. The difticulty is over- 
rome, to a great extent, by running the ropes 
through leads fixed on the different shrouds 


i 


which hold up the masts. A buntline may be 
found at the first shroud, a clewline at the 
second, and so on. The shrouds are always 
taut, and also thicker than any rope, and can 
thus be discovered by feel in the darkness. 

The Mary B. Mitchell, a fine three-masted 
schooner, is one of our most regular callers, 
of her class, to the Liffev. e carries a 
square topsail, ‘with two fore and aft top- 
sails, and these sails provide plenty of up 
aloft work for her scanty crew after they 
have clewed them up from the deck. 

FAITHFUL SERVICE. 

The stormy weather which a last 
week proved of no little hindrance to the 
smaller coasters. The severe north-west gale, 
accompanied by hail and sleet, . tearing 
horizontally across the foam-streaked sea on 
Tuesday, Sieve, did not deter the little 
motor schooner, De Wadden, from stagger- 
ing into the river from Ballincurra with her 
cargo of malt.

As a a nation Estonia has had a 
Jong and a & past. In the be- 
ginning: free and self-governing, the country 
in the Middle Ages passed under the in- 
finence of foreign States. The World War 
and subsequent collapse of the Russian 
Empire created the opportunity, as it did for 
many other nations, to reassert her right of 
managing her own affairs. 

The Estonians oceupied their present site 
sume tinte B.C., and were independent. ‘The 
rational culture of the country 
thirteenth. century, from which period there 
ave more reliable data, wis more or less oh. 
the level of the culture of the Scandinavian 
countries, Its favourable phical situa- 
tion, from a trade and itical standpoint, 
on the eastern shore of the Baltic, and on 
the main trade route to the East, was, even 
in the Middle Ages, the envy of Estonia's: 
neighbours, but their efforts to encroach were, 
tor a long time without avail, and the 
country, under the régime of the Knights of 
the Sword, kept its independence until 1501. 
From that date until 1918, when Estonia re- 
yained her independence, the country was at | 
various perioús under Polish, Swedish, and | 
Russian rule; but, having been previously an 
independent unit, Estonia remained also 
under these States internally, more or less 
autonomous to the degree possible Fál sh the 
respective rules. | 

PROGRESS IN POLITICS, 

Political life in Estonia is based upon the 
Constitution passed by the Constituent 
Assembly in 1920, the principles’ of which 
ave an expression oi the essentially .democratic 
mind of the Estonian people. Certain 
political quarters, considering the executive 
power created by this Constitution to be too 
weak, have brought forward projects tending 
to strengthen it. They are aiming, inter alia, 
at. the creation of the office of a President 
of ihe Republic, which 1s not provided for by 
the present Constitution. All these. political 
qiarters, however, remain strictly on the 
basis and within the limits of the Constitu- 
tion, and movements imclining towards acts 
of violence; such as have taken place in 
various other countries, have not found imita- 
tion in Kstonia. 

The Estonian Parliament. is composed of a 
single Chamber. of 100 members, elected on 
the basis of proportional representation, and 
by universal, direct and secret suffrage. In 
the country the Communist movement is too 
weak to affect in any way public security. 
The bulk of the population of Estonia con- 
sists. of agricdlfufAlisis—small Jandholders— 
and the industmal workers’ are also closely con- 
nected with the land and cultivate definite 
individualistic tendencies. At the present 
woment the Communists have not a single 
tepresentative *n the Parliament. 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 

As a consequence of the changed conditions 
considerable alterations have taken piace in 
several branches of the economic activity of 
the country as compared with the pre-war 
situation. Agriculture, representing the 
main occupation of the people, is more and 
more developing in the direction of dairy 
farming, the products derived from this 
branch formimg the greater part of the 
country s exports. 

Like other countries, however, Estonia has 
not been spared: from the universal depres- 
sion prevailing in agriculture. in order to 
protect the farmers from certain foreign 
dumping, the Government, with the sanction 
of Parliament, mtroduced a grain monopoly 
in the autumn of 1930.

The ancient university of 
Tartu (Dorpat) has been reorganised, and 
has becoine the tentre of national study and 
intellectual life in general.

Looking over some back numbers—the re 
are a few magazines whose back numbers 
I invariably preserve—I cull the following 
account of the nomenclature of undertak- 
ing, as metamorphosed in the United 
States. 

‘‘ The undertaker,”’ I read, “ has become 
a mortician. The corpse is not a corpse, 
nor does it wear a shroud.

‘Cintdeins and Co-operation. 


A parliamentary vacation has intervened 
since we commented on the Northern 
Government’s Electricity (Interim Supply) 
Bill. This bill empowered the Ministry of 
Commerce to carry out certain preliminary 
works towards the establishment of a 
general system of electrical development 
in Northern Ireland. Nex: week the 
Northern Parliament will meet for 
a new session, during which - the 
‘Ministry of Commerce will submit a new 
measure to authorise the anticipated 
scheme. A forecast of that measure is 
printed in our columns to-day. The new 
bill is likely to be -ased on two. reports by 
Mr. J. M. Kennedy, a prominent English 
expert. There will be two systems, linked 
by a transmission line from Armagh to 
Dungannon. One system will cover the 
areas of Down, Armagh and South 
Antrim; the other will embrace Derry, 
Tyrone and Fermanagh ; and they will be 
fed respectively by central stations at 
Belfast and Derry. The electrical future 
of North Antrim has not been determined, 
but there can be little doubt that in 
process of time the district will be included 
in the general scheme. It is understood 
also that the Northern Government has 
agreed to the establishment of a “ non- 
profit-earning authority,’’ with power to 
take over existing electrical systems, and, 
broadly, to assert complete control of the 
new undertaking. Such a body in the 
North will be almost precisely equivalent 
to the Electricity Control Board in the 
Free State. 

We recall the suggestion offered last year 
by Mr. T. H. Whysall, the City Elec- 
trical Engineer of Belfast, Why should 
not the Northern electrical supply and 
the Free State Shannon scheme be so 
linked that, while normally independent 
of each other, the two systems could satisfy 
each other’s needs in time of urgency? 
There is always the possibility that a 
steam generating plant, such as exists in 
the North, may fail for want of fuel or 
for some other reason. Similarly, it is not 
impossible that a water-power plant may 
find itself in difficulty through lack of 
water pressure. “In winter, when the 


on a steam-power plant is heavy; but

the Indian police carried out their duties 
With a restraint and courage of the highest 
order. Thus, apart ftom any reason of 


expediency, we must regard the Congress 
Party’s demand for an “ independent 


inquiry ” into their alleged excesses as 


mischievous and preposterous. In no case 
has the Government given the police any 
latitude, and force has been used only 
after the law-breakers had invited it by 
repeated acts of violence. At the moment 
the Congress Party impudently requires, 
as part of the price which it exacts if it is 
expected to keep the law, that these men 
shall be put upon their trial before a com- 
mission of foreigners: It appears that, to 
some extent, the Congress Party has been 
encouraged in its extravagant ideas by the 
foreign Press; America, as usual, is 
prominent with her efforts to pluck the 
mote from another’s eye. The Congress 
Party has not been slow to make use of 
such propaganda, and, although it is aware 
that its charges are baseless, it is anxious 
to humiliate the forces of law and order 
by an inquiry, so that their moral may be 
lowered and the path of civil disobedience 
may be rendered correspondingly easier. 
On such a matter no Government can give 
way. The Mahatma—perhaps, more in- 
genuous than his fellow-Swarajists—may 
believe that, in his conversations with the 
Viceroy, he is asking for justice by the 
preferring of this monstrous demand. In 
fact, he is inviting an injustice upon a 
deserving force, which has fulfilled a hard 
duty for its country’s weal, and he is seek- 
ing to ensure that the way of the evil- 
doer—and India provides such people in 
complete castes—shall be simple in future. 
Everyone who has experience of plead- 
ings in Indian courts is aware that 
the Hindus as a race exceed 
Autolycus “ in deccitfulness and oaths.’’ 
Without surprise, therefore, we learn 
that the gravamen of the allegations 
against the police rests upon lathi charges, 
which are described in the greatest detail, 
while no mention is madé of the hours 
during which the same police endured 
stoning in silence. Policemen have been 
burned alive by rioters; what credit do 
the Swarajists give to their surviving com- 
rades for the fact that there have been no 
reprisals? Reprisals are always odious ; 
but; when we remember that the rank and 
file of the Indian police are recruited from 
the peasant class, which has the same 
racial characteristics as the rioters, we 
must marvel at the discipline that has pre- 
vented any tendency to vengeance. What- 
ever may be the outcome of the conversa- 
tions as a whole, the Mahatma’s demand 
for an ‘“‘independent inquiry’’ must 
receive an unequivocal refusal.

American Prisons. 


In cold print the New York Corre- 
spondent of The Times reports an 
incident of American prison life which 
almost shames the “ pictures.” The “ Big 
House *’ at Joliet, Illinois, is very big, 
indeed; for it holds eighteen thousand 
convicts. Three weeks ago the prison 
authorities discovered that some of the 
inmates were plotting an escape. In these 
islands—and, as we hope, in most other 
countri¢s—the authorities would have 
nipped the plot in the bud; but the 
officials at Joliet adopted a different plan. 


reception for the escaping prisoners. Last 
Sunday night three men overpowered the 
guard and scaled the outer wall, with the 
help of a hooked cable which had been 
smuggled into the prison. As they 
descended, special guards, who had been 
waiting patiently with searchlights and 
machine-guns, opened fire upon them. All 
three were killed: one was found to have 
been hit seventy times and another 
twenty-five times. We are told that “ at 
the sound of the machine-guns the 
eighteen thousand men inside the prison 
set up a long howl.” From the frequent 
revolts in American convict prisons, as 
recorded by the American newspapers, 
some plain facts emerge Many of these 
places are shockingly over-crowded. Their 
tenants have no intel. igent occupation, 
and soon become—if they were not already 
—outlaws against society. Prison discip- 
line is maintained only at the point of the 
rifle. The numerous attempts at escape— 
sometimes en masse—are prompted by a 
most desperate audacity, and are sup- 
pressed with a corresponding ruthlessness. 
Manifestly, the whole system is gravely at 
fault; indeed, as a large-scale breeder of 
crime, it is an increasing menace to 
American civilisation. Nevertheless, public

The Times Melbourne Correspondent. tele- 
graphed yesterday:—The full Arbitration 
Court has refased the Federal Attorney's re- 
quest for the postponement of applications on 
the part of employers for a 10 per cent. re 
duction of wages in certain industries, follow- 
ing on the Court’s decision of January 22. 
The Court explained that if it were convinced 
that the postponement sought would facilitate 
the formulation and adoption of a national 
scheme of economic and financial rehabilita- 
tion, it would not have hesitated to consent 
to the postponement. 

The trading banks notified Mr. Scullin and 
Mr: Theodore this afternoon of their views in 
regard to the financial situation, which will 
be communicated to the Premiers’ Conference 
to-morrow. It is understood that the banks, 
like the Commonwealth Bank, refused to be 
associated with any rehabilitation plan which 
did not provide for an adequate reduction of 
salaries and wages—apart from the automatic 
percentage reductions based on the cost of 
living—and also for reduced pensions and 
allowances. 

THE INFLATION POLICY. 

If the Federal or any other Government is 
unwilling to agree io these conditions, the 
banks intimate that they may find it incon- 
venient to provide further financial accom- 
modation. No support was found for Mr. 
Theodore’s inflation poticy of stabilisation of 
prices. 

Serious consideration was given, however, 
to the nine points in the three-year plan of 
the Premiers’ Conference. For some of these 
which bordered on economy there was a 
sympathetic feeling, but the general view was 
that they did not go far enough.

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NORTHERN GOVERNMENT’S BILL. 


—— 


FaoM Oun ~Rerorter, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

ck HE Northern Ministry of Commerce is 
| at present preparing a bill for pre- 
sentation to the coming session of the 
Northern Parliament. providing a compre- 
hensive scheme of electrical] development 
for the Northern area. 

Last session an Electricity (Interim 
Supply) Act was passed, empowering the 
Ministry to carry out preliminary work 
and construct certain main transmission 
lines. The Ministry of Finance was au- 
thorised to advance up to a maximum of 
£100,000 for main line construction. This 
is approximately the amount that would 
be required to provide a main transmission 
line from Belfast through —— Porta- 
down to Armagh, and thence 
pass, Banbridge, Dromore and Hills- 
borough, and back to Lisburn, and for a 
main hne from Belfast touching Comber, 
Newtownards and Donaghadee to Bangor, 
where it would link up with the existing 
high tension line from Belfast. 

The new bill, which will be introduced 
in the coming session, will deal in a com- 


prehensive way with the electrica] develop- 


iment of the Six Counties. It is under- 
stood that it will be based largely upon 
two reports submitted to the Ministry by 
Mr. J. M. Kennedy, © M.Inst.C.E., 
M.LE.E., an eminent London Consultant 
and Technical. Adviser to the Electricity 
Commissioners in Great Britain for recent 
schemes tarried out “ander the: provisions 
of the 1926 Electricity (Supply) Act. 

One report was for the development ot 
the south-eastern area embracing County 
Down, South Antrim. and Armagh from 
the Belfast electricity station as the 
central source of supply, and the other 
for developing Derry, Tyrone and 
Fermanagh, with the Derry station as the 
supply centre. Both systems would ulti- 
mately be linked by a transmission line 
running from Armagh to Dungannon. 

COUNTY ANTRIM. 

In the meantime, Mr. Kennedy sug- 
gested that the development of County 
Antrim should be left to the Antrim 
Supply Company, which is taking a supply 
of electricity from the steam generating 
station at Larne. 

It is understood that the Northern 
Government has agreed to the suggestion 
put forward by Mr. Kennedy to set up a 
non-profit earning authority, or Electricity 
Supply Board, with power to take over by 
agreement existing statutory and private 
supply companies, to arrange for the con- 
struction of transmission lines and gener- 
ally to have complete control of trans- 
mission, and pecalls distribution, in the 
south-eastern and western areas. 

In this connection it will be interesting 
to see what arrangements, if any, the 
fsovernment propose to make in regard to 
the area of the Antrim Supply Company, 
or if this company will continne to 
develop a vested interest which at some 
future date the Government may have to 
acquire. 


COMPREHENSIVE. 

It is the general opinion in Northern 
Ireland that the Government, in its forth- 
coming plans, will make its schemo as 
comprehensive as possible, and wil] push 
on with the. development work at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Northern Ireland, it is felt, is consider- 
ably behind now in electrical development, 


and this should be put right at the earliest 


opportunity. For immediate develop- 
ment Mr, Kennedy recommended the 
south-eastern area, embracing the follow- 
ing forty-two towns, some of which have 
statutory and  non-statutory electricity 
undertakings i—Armagh, Bangor, Holy- 
Weod, Lisburn, Lurgan, Markethill, 
Newry, Portadown, Rostrevor, Warren- 
point, Ballynahineh, Banbridge, Castle- 
Wellan, Don Kilkeel,

ringstown. 
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Derry, Tyrone and Fermanagh into the 
following eight districts :—Strabane, with 
an efiective population of 26,715; Omagh 
(29,885), Enniskillen (27,526), London- 
derry County (15,035), Limavady (12,602), 
Draperstown (10,622), Cookstown (28,576), 
Clogher (15,881). In the first instance he 
recommended the district round Strabane 
should be developed from Londonderry 
and that a grant should be applied for 
from the Development Commissioners 
towards the cost of this work. The cost of 
electricity under this scheme would be 
slightly higher than in the south-eastern 


area. 
A SHANNON LINK. 


Mr. T. H. Whysall, the City Electrical 
Engineer of Belfast, recently pointed out 
in an address the possibilities of linking a 
steam power plant with a hydro-electric 
power plant for the mutual! benefit of both, 
and argued that if the Shannon and 
Belfast Power Stations were so linked a 
considerable reduction in cost of supply 
might. be effected. He pointed out that, 
in the operation of two small hydro-electric 
stations on the Clyde, where all the water 
power available was utilised by co-opera- 
tion with steam power stations, the result 
was a very low over-all figure of 0.16d. per 
unit of energy generated at the hydre- 
electric station. 

In the winter months a steam er 
plant like that operating in Belfast has to 
meet its inatinfum load, particularly from 
four to six in the evenings. On 'the other | 
hand, a hydro-power plant, with bbundant 
as usually a surplus 
of units available which could relieve the 
pressure upon a steam power. plant. During 
the summer months the conditions are re- 
versed, and a hydro-power plant with a 
short water supply could be assisted by a 
steam power plant which usually at this 
time of the year has plant lying idle. 

The possibility of linking the 
Shannon system with the Northern 
electricity supply was in the mind of 
Mr. Kennedy apparently; for in his 
report he states: ‘‘ Should supplies 
become available from the Shannon 

_ system at an economic price, it will be 

a comparatively simple matter to effect 
a connection with the lines of the Free 
State near Newry.” The arranging 
of the price. should not present any 
dificaity, as each system in turn 
would be giving only its surplus out- 
put which otherwise would not be 
utilised, 

One leading electrical engineer suggested 
that any difficulty in regard to price could 
possibly be got over by a reciprocal 
arrangement of unit for unit—that is, the 
Northern system in the summer months 
would transmit so many units to the 
Shannon system and an equal quantity 
could be returned in the winter months | 
when the Shannon had a surplus un- 
utilised. Any difference each year could 
be adjusted on a price basis. 


WAIT AND SEE. 

It will: be interesting to sec how far 
the new Northern bill proposes to go in 
the matter of development, and if there 
will be any possibility of linking up with 
the Shannon Scheme in the near future. 
It- should be pointed out, however, that a 
link between the Shannon Scheme and the 
Northern Ireland system would not be 
possible without special legislation by 
both the Free State and Northern Parlia- 
ments. 

At the same time it will be of interest 
to see if the Northern Government in its 
new. bill will take power to enable such a 
link to be effected at some future date. 
Even if all the recommendations of Mr. 
Kennedy were carried out immediately it 
would not be a large electrical scheme as 
such schemes are judged in these days. 
The Clyde Valley Electricity Power Com- 
pany, for instance, has a total installed 
plant of 103,750 kilo watt. In the south- 
eastern area of Northern Ireland the 
estimated maximum demand will be 613 
kilo watt in 1931-2, rising to 10,773 kilo 
watt in 1941-2, or oy one-tenth that of 
the Clyde Company. [Even if the Shannon 
and Sootivaie Schemes were joined—and 
a prominent electrical engineer recently 
declared that, if they were both under 
one company, it is the first thing that 
would be done—they would be a ve 
insignificant combination compared wit 
the main grid line, with its many power

BELIEVED TO BE THE JULIA. 
The wreck lies eight miles off the 
Wicklow coast. After an Arklow man 
had identified the derelict’s rig as being 
similar to that of a vessel in which his 
father, together with four other men from 
Arklow, sailed from Glasgow for New- 
haven a week ago with a cargo of pig 
iron, it was suggested that the vessel was 
the Julia, a three hundred tons schooner, 
registered at Padstow, Cornwall. 

The master and owner of the Julia was 
Captain George Kearon, of Arklow (who 
is connected ‘with the ship-owning firm of 
Messrs. Kearon and Tyrrell, Arklow), 
and the other members of the crew were 
his brother, Robert Kearon (mate of the 
vessel), and seamen named Finlay, Doyle 
and Laughlin. All were residents of 
Arklow. 

It is. believed by Messrs. Kearon and 
Tyrrel] that the Julia, which sailed from 
Glasgow on either Tuesday or Wednes- 
day of last week, was driven out of her 
course, and a couple of days after start- 
ing on her voyage piled up on the Arklow 
banks, where she sank with all hands. 


A WRECK OF LAST DECEMBER. 


Another theory, advanced by officers of 
the coast life-saving service, is that the 
hulk is that of a vessel wrecked some 
months ago, which has either drifted on 
to the sandbank recently or else has been 
lying on its side for some timeson the 
sandbank, and has now. been restored 
to an even keel by stormy seas. 

The name of the Trevellas, which went 
down with all hands off the Irish coast 
last December’ and has never. been 
salvaged, is mentioned in connection with 
this theory. The Trevellas had as master 
Captain Tyrrell, and was associated with 
the same firm as the Julia. 


THE DISCOVERY. 


The wreck was first reported in Arklow 
at 10.50 a.m. on Monday by Captain Hall, 
of the motor vessel Cymric, which had 
arrived in Waterford that morning. The 
crew of the Cymric observed the tops of 
the masts over the water on Saturday, 
but having no wireless they could not 
communicate with the shore. 

Upon receiving the news a lifeboat set 
out for where the vessel lay in five fathoms 
of water, east north-east of Arklow, but 
was deterred by rough seas from approach- 
ing the wreck. 

With calmer weather yesterd:y, how- 
ever, the motor boat, Willie White. cruised 
around the wreck during the morning. The 
deck was then not quite awash, but it was 
still impossible to read the vessel’s name, 
which was below the surface. Later, the 
Irish Lights steamer, Isolda, commanded 
by Captain Kelly, went out to the wr-ck. 


THE BROKEN MAST. 

On board the Willie White was Mr. 
George Kearon, junior, a son of the master 
of the Julia. On his return he declared 
his conviction that the wreck was that 
of the schooner owned and commanded by 
his father. The rig was similar to that 
of the Julia, and quite different. to that 
carried by the Trevellas. 

The rig, it is stated, can still be clearly 
identified, despite the fact that the fore- 
mast has been broken in half, and that 
the top half, together with a tangle of 


| tattered sails, is hanging by its riggings 


among the cordage. 
COAST WATCHING, 


Messrs. Kearon and Tyrrell pointed out 
to an /rish Times representatives yester- 
day that Arklow possesses no coast watch- 
ing service, and that the light-ship at the 


southern end of the Arklow Banks has no 


means of communicating with the main 
land, : : 

“H is little wonder,” they declared, 
that, with such a state of affairs, a ship 
should sink and not be discovered for some 
days. There is no reason why the light- 
om should not be equipped with wire- 
ess.’” 

In another quarter it was pointed out 
that wireless communication between the 
light-ship and the shore would. entail 
having. an operator on the. ship 
and another on the shore, but it 
was suggested that it would be an easy 
matter to provide a submarine telephone, 
which would involve the employment of no 
extra operators. 


SCENE OF MANY WRECKS. 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


ARKLOW, Tuesday 
Captain Kearon was aged about 69 
years, and had sailed around a large part 
of the world. The wrecked vessel lies 
almost opposite his home at Ferrybank. 
Some years ago a schooner named the 
Viola, owned by Mr. George Kearon, 
King’s Hill; and also commanded by a 
Captain George Kearon, was lost. at the 
same place, which has been the scene of 
many shipwrecks.

Mr. Gandhi has been given unfettered 
authority to conclude a settlement with the 
Viceroy, in a resolution adopted by the 
Congress Working Committee. 

VICEROY’S EXPLANATION. 

In his conversations with the Round 
Table delegates the Viceroy explained 
that, if Mr. Gandhi agreed to a settlement, 
the Round Table Conference might be re- 
constituted, with the possible inclusion of 
fifteen Congress delegates. The Confer- 
ence would be held in India, after which 
Indian committees would be formed. 

While the Conference delegates approved 
the line proposed by the Viceroy, the whole 
issue depends on whether Mr. Gandhi 
accepts the Viceroy’s offer. It seems that 
the question of the inquiry. into police 
excesses, and particularly the personnel 
and terms of the inquiry, are still under 
discussion. sos 

The Viceroy is likely to continue his 
talks with Mr. Gandhi alone; then, if 
successful, the results will be communi- 
cated to the Conference delegates, who will 

robably be summoned to meet again on 

hursday or Friday. 

Political circles consider the situation 
hopeful, in view of the attitude taken on 
both sides, but the issues are still delicate, 
and further give-and-take must be

In is, therefore, not 
avowed Republicans, but the discontented 
| Monarchists, who can do the King most 
harm.. For the present, at least, he has

Cabinet. ' 
BETTER SIGNS. 

Altogether the omens for the King are 
better than they were. On the one hand, 
his conduct during the recent crisis and 
his frankness with the leaders have con- 
vinced the reformists, if not all the con- 
stituent. group, that he played the game, 
and they are, therefore, less harshly dis- 
posed to him; and, on the other hand, 
there are grounds for believing that he 
will not be opposed to what may be 
termed a liberal definition of his preroga- 
tives.

The momentous news that a Franco-

bassy just before 5 o'clock. At the same 
time Mr. Henderson and Mr. Alexander,

found dead in his room on Monday, and 
bound and gagged. 

The Chief Constable of Cambridge—Mr.

Coroner. 

Mrs. Ellis, the dead man’s mother, a 
pathetic figure in black, was in Court with 
a woman relative. There were also mem- 
bers of Sidney Sussex College, including 
Ellis’s tutor, the Rev. B. T. D. Smith. The 
Mayor of Cambridge, Courcillor Edwin 
Jackson, sat on the magistrates’ bench, be- 
rind the Coroner. Councillor A. A. Spaid- 
ing was foreman of the jury, which included 
two women. 

Addressing them the Coroner said: ‘Early 
yesterday morning about 6.15, Reuben Flack, 
a gyp w the employ of Sidney Sussex Col- 
lege, endeavoured.to enter the room of Ellis. 
He expecienced difficulty, but after exerting 
more pressure was just able to force Himself 
into the room where he found Ellis dead. 
The position in which he found the bedy will 
be more fully described to you later, but it is 
sufficient at the moment to say that he was 
undoubtedly dead.
